very jew Perſons will take in the ſame; whereby the ſaid Company will be out of 


any Capacity of conforming to their Charter, or giving Her Majeſty or the Lord- 
Mayor any ſuch Account as aforeſaid ; and muſt likewiſe totally diſſolve the ſaid 
Company, they not having wherewithal to ſupport the Charge of the ſame. 


Wherefore,and for that the ſaid Company have been at a great Charge and Expence in build- 
ing a Hall, in Purſuance of the ſaid Charter, and have always conformed themſelves 
thereto; andthe ſaid Bill being of very great Advantage, not only for the Security of 
all Orphans, but alſo a general Satisfaction to all Perſons, by ſhowing the Nature 
of the Diſeaſes, and of the Increaſe and Decreaſe of the Burials each Week ; which 
muſt inevitably be laid aſide, if the ſaid Duty is charged on the ſame. The ſaid 
Company therefore humbly hope that this Honourable Houſe will take the ſame mto 
Conſideration, and Exempt the Weekly and Yearly Bills of Mortality from the inten- 

died Duty mentioned in the ſaid Act, concerning Pamphlets and Papers, &c. O0- 
therwiſe the ſaid Company (which has been of ancient and long ſtanding) will be 
utterly Diſſol ved and Overthrown. HR
